plans and methods for securing an ade- 
quate supply at a reasonable price and 
nn adequate distribution of sugar at a 
fair and reasonable price." The board 
may buy and sell both foreign and 
domestic grown sugar, but the control 
of the domestic sugar crop, It Is speci- 
fied In tho bill, shiill end September 30, 
1020, when the (.Tops In this couniry 
come In. lYoduccrs. refiners und dis- 
tributors shall not Lo licensed, as un- 
der the provisions of (he I.ever food 
control act.

Developed. 


Ixh«u«tlve R«earche« Hive Proved 


Thil It H«d * More Humble Ori- 


gin Than Any Other Known 


Artificial Flint 


The original pnrents of all our 


cereals were grasses of one kind or 
other; often belonging to remotely dif- 
ferent groups, but almost all Indigen- 
ous Inhabitants of the ecu Ira I Allan 
ftnd Mediterranean regions.. 


The pedigree of wheat, the most Im- 


portant of all our cercnls, Is somewhat 
obscure. It lias varied to a greater de- 
gree from Us humble original than any 
otber known artificial plnnt. 
Fortu- 


nately, we are still able to recover tho 
iteps by'which It has been developed 


. from what might at first sight appear 


to be a very unlikely and Ill-endowed 
ancestor Indeed. 
. The 
English 
couch-grass, 
which 


often proves such a troublesome wood 
In our own country, Is represented 
around the Mediterranean shores by 
in allied genus of Annual plantsknown 
as goat-grass; and one of these weedy 
goat-grasses has now been shown with 


: great probability to be the wild form 


of our cultivated wheat. It Is a small 
dwarfish grass, with very petty seeds, 
and not nearly so full a spike as tho 
cereals of agriculture.

The original small lake-wheat, Indeed,' 
lingered on in use In Switzerland and 
; the north.down'to-,the days of the. 


Roman conquest; but,'meanwhile, In 
.Estypt and the South, still better varie- 
ties, were being gradually developed by 
careful selection; and we find both 
kinds side by side In some few In- 
stances;'thus showing that both were 
grown together at the same time by 
races In different stages of civilization. 


With tie introduction.of these bet- 


' ter kinds by the Greek and Roman col- 
onists Into Gaul and Britain, the old 
lake-wheat became quite extinct. - In- 
deed, In every case the cultivated 
seeds and fruits which grew In neo- 
lithic garden plots were much smaller 
than those of our own time, whereas 
the wild seeds and wild fruits found 
under the same circumstances are Just 
as large as their congeners of the 
present :day. A lapse which makes 
relatively little difference to the stable 
wild weeds makes relatively great dif- 
ferences In the very plastic and care- 
fully 
selected 
cultivated . plants.—

Of course It must be conceded tha 


because of this period of recocstruc 
lion a woman will necessarily have ii 
pay more for her clothing than shi 
did before the war. However, It la

FIRE AIDS'GROWTH'OF PINE 


Why Land That Has' Been Burned 


Over Is Beit Growing Place for 


the Long-Leaf. 


Fire seems to favor the growth of 


tho long-leaf pine, according to Ihe ob- 
servations of E. K. Andrews reported 
fn 
the 
Botanical Gazette. Of two 


neighboring plols of ground on Laven- 
der mountain, Georgia, separated by 
a ravine, both densely overgrown with 
weeds, one contained five long-leaf 
pines and the other four. The former 
was burned, over, nnd soon after the 
fire It was found that 34 long-leaf 
pines, previously invisible on account 
of the weeds, were now In undisputed 
possession of .the tract.- The leaves, 
though scorched and biirned off, had 
sufficiently protected the growing tip 


- to preserve the life ot the'trees. /Two 
years later there were G6 of these trees 
on the tract that had been burned and 
on]y two on the other. Hough experi- 
ments showed tlint tbe leaves of this 
species are not at'all Inflammable and 
are so arranged as to shield the grow- 
ing point. To all .appearances, expos- 
ures as long as eight minutes to a 
brisk fire of chips did not cause the 
death of seedlings li few years old. 


. Mr. Andrews concludes thai "when for- 


est fires, especially ot tbe minor type 
known as 'ground fires' nnd 'trush 
fires,' occur nt not top frequent Inter- 
vals, the immunity of the pines enables 
them to take the Ic.id In tbe wort of 
reforestation, nnd through the granual 
elimination of their rivals to bcconie 
finally tbe sole possessors of the soil."

And the 
same remark applies to most other 
kinds of flowers, which owe their beau- 
tiful colors to pigment solutions. la 
the case of yellow flowers, however, 
such as crocuses nnd buttercups, tho 
pigment Is not held In solution but is 
deposited In a granular form' In L^ie 
walls of the cells—an entirely differ- 
ent method of painting.

that It Is not impure air but still, hu- 
rcW, dead air that Induces disease, de- 
livered recently a lecture on Infant 
mnrtullty before the Hoyal Society of 
Arts.

Sweet elder, rendered commercially 


possible the year around by 'concen- 
tration, looms up ns a healthful oasla 
In the arid desert nf national pro- 
hibition, nnd opens a profitable outlet 
for windfall apples, say the specialists 
of the bureau of chemistry, United ' 
States department of agriculture.

They have developed a process for 


concentrating sweet elder which con- 
sists essentially of freezing the fresh 
apple Juice, grinding the frozen prod- 
uct, and then by'means of n centrif- 
ugal process, separating .the essential 
elder solids from the frozen water, in 
much the snme way that cream la sep- 
arated from milk. Five gallons of ci- 
der can be reduced by-thls process to 
one gallon of slmpy cider concentrate.' 
This cider concentrate, being so much 
less In hulk, can be shipped and stored 
much more 
economically than the. 


bnlky fresh,cider." It.Is also easier to 
keep sweet when concentrated, \vhen 
It Is desired to use the cider concen- 
trate It can be restored to Its original 
bulk, condition, nnd flavor simply by 
the 
addition 
of ordinary 
drinking 


water.

Concentrated cider will keep sweet 


much;longer than In its original condi- 
tion, and in cold storage It will keep 
sweet Indefinitely. 
Its reduced bulk 


makes it practicable to keep it in cold 
storage.

thus promises to make fresh cider 
•available nt soda fountains throughout 
the summer months. '

"This town Is situated upon n email 


island, about twelve mllej In lenclh. 
and five or six In breadth, called 
' )Uioda Island, from whence tho prov- 
ince take] its imme. It la tho capital 
city nnd contains-nliout SOO or 1000 
houses, chiefly built of wood; nnd 0 or 
7COO inlmbitnnts. Theve nro few build- 
ings In It worthy of notice. Tho court 
house Is indeed handsome, nnd of 
brick;, nnd there Is u public library, 
built in the form of a Grecian temple, 
by no menus inelegant. It Is of tho 
Doric onter nnd has n portico In front 
with four pillars, supporting n pcdi-' 
ment; but tho whole Is spoilt by two 
small wings, which nvo nim(>xed to It. 
Tho plocos of public worship, except 
tho Jews' synagogue, nro nil of wool!; 
nnd not'one of them Is worth looking 
at. They consist chiefly of n church, 
two' Presbyterian meeting-houses one 
Quakers' ditto, thrco nnnuaptists dit- 
to, one Moravian ditto, and tho synu- 
frogue above-mentioned. This build- 
ing wns designed, as iudce<i were sev- 
eral of the others, by a Mr. Harrison, 
an ingenious, English gentleman who 
lives hero. 'It will bo extremely cle- 
H*nt within when completed, but tho 
outside is totally spoilt by a school, 
which tho Jews insisted on having an- 
nexed to it for tho education of their 
'children, Upon a small Island, before 
the town, is part of a fmo fortification, 
designed to consist of a pentagon-fort, 
and an'upper *nd lower battery. Only' 
two of tho curtains and a ravelin are 


• yet finished; and it Is doubted whether 


tha whole over will be, Thero are now 
mounted, upon it twenty-six cannon; 
but the works, when complete, will re-

only public buildings. 


About three miles from town is nn 


indifferent wooden house, built by 
Dean Berkeley when he was in these 
parts. Tho situation Is low, but com- 
mands a fine'yiow of the ocean, and of 
sonic wild nigged rocks that aro on 
the left hand of it- . 


The Province of Rhodo Island is sit- 


. • vated in tho most healthy climate of 
.--'North-America. The winters are se- 


vere, though not equally so with 
those . of the other 
provinces; but

pecially on the island; 
the .vio- 


lent 
and 
excessive 
heats 
which 
1 America is in general subject to, being 


allayed by the cool nnd temperate 
breezes that etime from the sea. Tho 
soil is upon the whole tolerably good, 
though rather too stony; its natural 
produce is maize or Indian corn, with 
a variety of shrubs and trees. It pro- 
duces, in particular the button tree; 
the spruce-pine, of the young twlgs'of 
which is made excellent beer; and the 
pseudth-ncacia, or Icjcust tree; but none 
of those fine flowering trees which aro 
such an ornament to the woods in Car- 
olina and Virginia. It enjoys many' 
advantages, has several large rivers, 
and one of the.finesl harbours ^n the 
world. Pish are in the greatest plenty 
and perfection, particularly the tnutog 
or Mark fish, lobsters aniV sea-bass, 
in its cultivated state, it produces 
very Kttle, except sh«-p and horned 
cattle; the whole province being laid 
out into pasture or sraiing'ground. 
The horses are bony and strong, and 
the ox*n much the largest inAmerica;

T . ~The govern- 
ment of this province is entirely Aem- 
ocraUcal; every officer, except the

England men, independents, quakers, 
anabaptists, Moravians, Jews, and all 
otter sects whatever, have liberty to 
esercise their several professions. 
The Society for the Propagation of 
the Gospel sends onlv four missiona-

Arts and sciences are almost un- 


' known, except to some few individu- 
als; and there are no public semina- 
ries of learning; nor do the Rhode 
Islanders in general seem to regret 
the want of them, 


The charscter.of the Rhode Island- 


ers is by no means engaging or amia- 
ble; a circumstance owing principally 
to their form of government. Their 
men in power, from the highest to the 
lowest, are dependent upon the peo- 
ple, and frequently act without that 
strict regard to probity and honour 
which ever ought invariably to influ- 
ence and direct mankind.. The private 
people are cunning, deceitful and sel- 
fish; they live almost entirely by un- 
fair and illicit trading. Their magis- 
trates are partial and corrupt; and it 
is folly to . expect justice in their 
courts of judicature; for he who has 
the greatest influence, is generally 
found to have the fairest cause^ . . 
In short, to give an. idea of the 
wretched state of this Colony, it has 
-happened more than once, that a 
person has had sufficient influence to 
procure a fresh emission of paper 
money, sojely to defraud his creditors; 

It is needless after this 
to observe that it is in a very declin- 
ing state; for it is impossible that 
it should prosper under sucn abuses.

SYSTEM" 


Many people feel that a principal 


reason for tho prevailing high prices 
Ima been the so-called "cost plus" 
system, prevailing" in so much of tho 
government work through tho war 
period. 


The cost plus system was established 


to meet the objections of those who 
felt centractors would make too much 
money" if government work was let 
out to the'lowest bidder. It seemed 
to theoretical people a sound arrange- 
ment, to give the manufacturers a 
certain fixed percentage over nnd 
nbovc their costs. 
.,: 


If contractors were to have 10 per 


cent on costs nf $1,000,000, they 
would make ?100,000 on this basis. If 
these costs were boosted to $2,000,000, 
they would make $200,000. 
Conse- 


quently it was for their interest to 
grant every request for advance of 
wages, and then suggest that the 
wage earners could have some more. 
It was for their interest to pay the 
very highest prices for material. The 
more" money they paid, the more 
money they made. 
So the theory 


that'was. going to check dishonesty, 
cost the American people very heav- 
ily- 
. 
, 
" 


This plan was used widely enough 


as to lead great numbers of people 
to feel that money was very abundant 
and very cheap, and that hard work 
was no longer needful. 
The country 


is now getting the result of this joy 
riding. This spirit can be seen in the 
lower production of many industries. 


As a general rale, with exceptions, 


the contract system with competitive 
bidding, is.the best method for get- 
ting large jobs of public work done. 
There is of course danger of collusive 
bidding and corrupt understandings 
But with honest public officials anc 
supervision by trained experts, com- 
petitive bidding puts both employers 
and workers on their mettle and main- 
tains standards of production.
